Planning 


How to Lay Out the 
Attractive Landscape 
Gardening Effects # 
Good and Bad Planting 


HERE are two important prob- 
lems which confront one who 
is interested in the improve- 
ment of the home grounds, 

the one being what to plant and the 
other where to plant. Of the two the 
second should be considered first, since 
the most commonplace things if prop- 
erly plaéed will give a good effect, 
and, on the other hand, no matter how 
choice or rare a shrub may be, unless 
it is rightly located and given a prop- 
er setting the result is only discord. 

The most common mistake made by 
the amateur is at this point. The one 
who builds wisely must first develop 
a plan to work by. Similarly the im- 
provement of the bome grounds de- 
mands a well developed scheme, and 
the smaller the lawn the'more impor- 
tant it is to have a plan in order that 
the limited space may be profitably 
utilized. 

Lawn planting may serve a three- 
fold purpose. It may be used as a 
screen to hide unsightly sheds and out- 
buildings from the front; second, Ao as- 
sist in the development of a landscape 
picture of the home as a' whole, and, 
third, to provide a supply of cut flow- 
ers. All planting should be done with 
the ultimate purpose of forming a pic- 
ture. The home itself should stand

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two trees located at the southwest 
side of the house will add shade and 
comfort. If possible a few trees 
should also be planted to the rear of 
the house to serve as a background, 
as the effect is much better in this case 
than where the buildings stand out 
against the bare sky line It is a mis- 
take to plant many evergreens on a 
small lawn, as they are broad at the 
base and narrow upward; hence they 
naturally obstruct the view. The 
beauty of an evergreen lies in its sym- 
metry, and every branch, from the 
one next to the grass to the youngest 
at the top, should be in place. The 
oldest and largest branches are those 
nearest the ground, and the pruning 
off of the lower branches, which is 


frequently done to open up the view, ' 


seriously mars the specimen, In the 
majority of such cases the mistake 
was made in selecting an evergreen 
for this location. Some deciduous 
tree which*is rather open beneath, 
such as the white elm, should have 
been planted instead. 

The location of the walk is also an 
important feature of the landscape. 
Walks are to be considered purely as 
a matter of necessity and convenience. 
They do not in any way add to the 
attractiveness of the landscape. Since 
they exist for the convenience of the 
public they should lead primarily in 


the direction that people wish ‘to trav- | 


el, If the house is less than fifty feet 
from the street it is generally best to 
run the walk straight out from the 
building. as any curve introduced in 
this short distance is apt to appear 
forced and unnatural, On the other 
hand, if the house is set farther back 
a more satisfactory effect can often be 
secured by introducing a curve and 
leading the, walk in more along one

out as the distinctive and fundamental 
‘feature of this picture, and the trees, 
shrubbery and grass should serve as 
the framework and background to set 
it off. 

To secure this effect there are cer. 
tain simple suggestions which may be 
followed. First of all, we should bave 
ap open front. For the area imme- 
diately in front of the buildings there 
‘Is nothing so apprapriate as a well 
kept piece of jJawn, and this area 
should be kept entirely free of flower 
beds, shrubbery or other planting. 

The major portion of the planting of 
elther trees or shrubbery should be 
along the sides or what is termed 
“flank planting.” The nooks and cor- 
ners about the base of the buildings 
serve as excellent placeg for low grosv- 
ing shrubs such as the bridal wreath. 
The shrubbery and plants along the 
border should be set about two and 
one-half feet apart so as to form a 
thick, eompact mass, In this way the 
effect is much better than where they 
@re scattered so that each one stands 
out as a distinct individual and, ¢n 
the other hand. is much more con- 
venient at mowing time, being grouped 
into a solid clump. In the planting of 
shrubbery avoid any stiff geometrical 
arrangement Place some of the 
sbrubs farther out than others, so that 
the front line is prominent at certain 
points and recedes at others. You can 
also secure variation by giving some 
regard to the height of the different 
kinds, arranging so that the bed will 
‘De low in some places and higher at 
others, thus giving a wavy sky line. 

In selecting a list of flowering shrub- 
bery one must be guided largely by 
local conditions, as the varieties which 
are perfectly hardy in one section may 
prove worthless in anotber. There are 
two points, however, which should be 
observed for all sections, Select only 
hardy, vigorous varieties, Tender and 
half sickly plants always detract from 
the appearance of a place and are not 
worth worrying with. The second 
Point te observe is to select varieties 
which will provide successive bioom

This 
is a strip two and oue-balf or three 
feet in width along the front of the 
shrubbery, Here may be located early 
spring flowering tulips, with gera- 
niums and scarlet sage. In fact, this 
is a very appropriate place for all 
kinds of bedding plants. 

The philosophy of the spring flower. 
ing bulb is that of “making hay while 
the sun shines.” The preceding year 
the new flower is formed, and for its 
nourishment there is stored up a lib 
eral supply of food; consequently with 
the first warm days of spring the.blos- 
soms are ready to expand to their ful! 
grandeur and beauty. 

This fact also conveys a suggestion 
to the planter. The time to prepare for 
spring bulbs is in the fall. The latter 
half of Octobér is a good time for the 
planting, the idea being to get them 
in sufficiently early to secure root de- 
velopment before winter sets in. 

The next step is that of mulching. 
The essential idea of a mulch is pot to 
keep plants warm, but rather to keep 
them cold. Frequent variations in 
temperature are destructive to plant 
life. The cover is applied after the

A Remarkable Mixture of East and 
West Is Found In Egyptian Metro- 
polis—On the Same Street Are Men 
Riding In Taxis. and Others on 
Donkeys—All Sorts and Conditions 
of Men Are Found Living There. 


Twenty-five years ago Cairo was an 
Oriental city. To-day it is a mix- 
ture, an amazing mixture, of East 
and West. Sit.on the terrace of one 
of the great hotels on the Kamel 
street for half an hour at any time of | 
day and you will see in, the passing 
show the miost extraordinary medley 
that the modern. world has known, 
writes H. Hamilton Fyfe in The Lon- 
don Daily Mail. Here dashes a taxi- 
cab, and scrambling out of its way is 
a man ofa donkey, who looks as if 
he came straight out of the Book of 
Exodus, He jogs along with a digni- 
fied air. You meet men riding on 
donkeys on every street. There are 
Stands for these patient animals, just 
as we have stands for cabs. You can 
hire them as we take a hansom. 

After the donkey come smart motor- 
cars and carriages, in which wealthy 
Cairenes are taking the air. - They 
might be in Piccadilly or the Avenue 
des Champs-Elysees. Then suddenly 
there is a stoppage of the _ traffic. 
What is that wailing noise? It comes 
from a, body of ragged-looking meu, 
beggars upparently, who are shuffling 
along three or four abreast. They 
wear white turbans over a_ brown 
cloth skull-cap.

A VENERABLE STATESMAN. _ 


Hon. Sit John Carling 1s Now « Very 
Frail Old Man, 


The i<on, Sir John Carling, KC. 
M.G., who is reported to be in very 


“weak condition at his home in Lom 


don, has never rallied from the shock 
he received by the death, a couple of 
years ago, of Lady Carling. Ip to 
the time of Lady Carling’s death Sir; 
John retained a well preserved and 
robust appearance and showed no di- 
minution which were so conspicuous 
in him during his long Ministerial] ca- 
reer at Ottawa. Lady Carling’s death 
had simply a crushing effect upon the 
jal knight, and he has dwindled 
own to but a shadow of his former 
self in physique and intellect. A few 
days ago before the Easter recess he 
went down from London to Ottawa to 
take his seat in the Senate and had 
to be helped to his place before the 
Speaker took the chair. He recognized 
his older friends with something hke 
the smile of old days; but he was 
clearly beyond taking any ‘interest in 
the proceedings. It ia related that Sir 
John Macdonald once described Sir 
John Carling as being ‘“‘the kindest 
man and best fellow” he had ever 
known, in his Cabinet or out of it. 
Sir John Carling was born near 
London; Ont., in January, 1898, his 
arents being natives of Yorkshire, 
Sngland. He sat in the old ' egicla- 
ture of United Canada, from 1857 to 
1867, and in 1862 was appointed Re- 


ceiver-General in the Cartier-Macdon- | 


ald Government. As during the time 
the legislation preliminary to Con- 


federation was lunder discussion in | 


the old Legislature he was an active 
and influential member of that body. 
Sir John can be said to be one of the 
founders of Confederation. At Con- 
federation he had the honor of being 
elected to the House of Commons, 
and also to the Ontario Legislature. 
He served as Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Public Works in the Sand- 
field Macdonald (Ontario) Govern- 
ment, from 1867 to 1871, and entered 
Sir John A. Macdonald’s (Dominion) 
Government as Postmaster-General, 
May 23, 1882. ‘He became Minister of 
Agriculture in ‘1885, and retained the 

rtfolio. until the dissolution of Sir 
Sha Abbott’s Ministry, in 1892. 
same year he was offered the appoint- 
ment of Lieutenant-Governor of On- 
tario, but he declined.
